Having been brought up in an old-fashioned 
school, we were (aught to regard all attempts 
at spelling reform as unscientific, unscholarly 
and detestable. And yet, when such a scholar 
as Professor Skeat addresses to such a body as 

‘the British Academy, a paper which a, first 

Innce seoms to recommend such anattempt, we 
eel, even before we have read the pamphlet, that 
there must be more to be said for the proposal 
than our traditions and or prejudice have allow- 
ed. And to read Professor Skeat's pamphlet is 


to learn that it is our present spelling which is’ 


unscientific, unscholrly and detestable. , Why 
do we write “ deal" and " clean,” when we say 
“deel” and “cleen”? Reenuse Norman 
ascribes in the reigns of the first two’ Edwards 
did not understand the Anglo-Saxon symbal 
a, Why do.we write “have” and "give" for 
“hay “and © giv,” and spell the verb “live” 
in the shame way as the adjective: "live"? 
Because we nre preserving a use th t breame 
useless when w Ceased to be written for 7 and 
the final ¢ lost its significance. Why do we 
“write “comfort” and “ inonkey,"” when we fay

The spoken forms change from generation to 
goneration; the spelling have, indeed, been 
changed, in the endeavour to get a better 
representation of ihe sound intended ta be 
Suggested, but mainly hefore the incrense of 
printing had’ made the public so familiar. with’ 
the printed form as to dissociate it from the 
spoken, and then only in a half-hearted and 
often ignorant manner. {t follows that “a 
large number of our words are spelled 60 as to 
show how they were formerly pronounced, 
which at once exolnins why they are no longer 
;Phonetically exact.” : 
Besides being cumbrous and troublesome to 
learn, causing unnecessary (rauble to teachers 
- and tears to children, und sending up the 
+ printing-bill of the ‘British Empire. accord 
tog to Professor Skeat's. calculation, - by 


_ '@ome thousands of pounds annually, our 


spelling is,. therefore, unscientific and un- 
scholarly, What is the Remedy? According 
to Profersor Skeat, to use” alr pretty accurate 
knowledge of how Litin was pronounced 
in classical ‘timee; to pronounce it 80 our- 
selves and. make our boys pronounce it so, 
and to adopt the Iiatian sounds of vowels as 
*, our guide int phonetic spelling. That great
